YOUR FOUR ACRES 
In a recent report, the Federal Government revealed that 
Uncle S am s real estate holdings total 768 million acres of 
land. T hat is enough to provide each man, woman and child 
in the United States with four acres. 
If you had a choice, you m ight pick your four acres in 
the continental United States or from the 433.257 acres 
owned by Uncle Sam overseas in such places as the Virgin 
Islands, Guam , and the Panam a Canal Zone. 
In a recent message to Congress, the President urged the 
acquisition of more acres by the Federal Governm ent at a 
cost of over $2 billion. These acquisitions would be used to 
create parks and national m onum ents from New York to 
California and from M ichigan to Texas, and would include 
113.000 acres to constitute the Ozarks Rivers National Mon­ 
um ent in Missouri, on the Current. Jack’s Fork, and Eleven 
Point Rivers, south of St. Louis. The initial cost for this 
m onum ent is estim ated at $10 million. 
Recently the Congressman from the District which in- 
includes p art of the area contem plated for the new national 
m onum ent. Rep. Paul C. Jones, reported that a survey he 
conducted showed th a t 68'i of those replying to a question­ 
naire he had sent to his constituents in Ripley, Howell and 
Oregon Counties opposed the M onument Plan. 
It is understandable why others not located in the at 
fected areas should oppose the acquisition ot additional 
acres of land throughout the United States. The President 
has subm itted to Congress a proposed spending budget for 
fiscal 1963 of $92.5 billion. This is the biggest peace time 
G overnm ent budget in history. When subm itted, it was 
estim ated th at it would be in balance with the Federal 
income revenue estim ated at $93 billion. However, already 
this estim ate is being questioned Recently the staff of the 
Senate-House Internal Revenue Taxation Committee pre­ 
dicted a possible $4.9 billion deficit. The Federal Govern­ 
m ent is already in debt to the tunc of approxim ately $298 
billion. Congress at the request of the President, as of 
M arch 13, 1962, increased the Federal debt lim it to $300 bil­ 
lion. The President w ants an additional $8 billion increase 
in the debt limit by July 1. Interest alone on the Federal 
debt is costing the taxpayers over $9 billion per year. In 
26 of the last 32 years the Federal government has spent 
beyond its income. Your share of the national debt, and 
th a t of 180 million other Americans, is approxim taely $1,- 
650. If you are the head of a family of four, your total share 
is about S6.600. 
There are now' 15 state parks in the Missouri Ozarks with 
a total of almost 52.000 acres. United States National For­ 
ests in the Ozark Region contain nearly 4 million acres in 
Missouri, Arkansas and Oklahoma. Do you think you could 
get along by using a share of the 4 million acres now 
available in the Ozarks and help keep the Federal Govern­ 
m ent from going further in the red by undertaking to es­ 
tablish a new 1Î3.000 acre m onum ent in Missouri? 
If you want to claim your four acres, remember they 
are not free. They were paid for by the taxpayers just as 
any additional acres for National parks and m onum ents 
wiil have to be paid for by you and other taxpayers.

YOUR FOUR ACRES 
In a recent report, the Federal Government revealed that 
Uncle Sam s real estate holdings total 768 million acres of 
land. That is enough to provide each man. w oman and child 
in the United States with four acres. 
If you had a choice, you might pick your four acres in 
the continental United States or nom the 433,257 acres 
owned by Uncle Sam overseas in such places as the Virgin 
Islands, Guam, and the Panama Canal Zone. 
In a recent message to Congress, the President urged the 
acquisition of more acres by the Federal Government at a 
cost of over $2 billion. These acquisitions would be used to 
create parks and national monuments from New York to 
California and from Michigan to Texas, and would include 
113,000 acres to constitute the Ozarks Rivers National Mon­ 
ument in Missouri, on the Current, Jack’s Fork, and Eleven 
Point Rivers, south of St. Louis. The initial cost for this 
monument is estimated at $10 million. 
Recently the Congressman from the District which in- 
tncludes part of the area contemplated for the new national 
monument. Rep. Paul C. Jones, reported that a survey he 
conducted showed that 68'o of those replying to a question­ 
naire he had sent to his constituents in Ripley, Howell and 
Oregon Counties opposed the Monument Plan. 
It is understandable why others not located in the af­ 
fected areas should oppose the acquisition of additional 
acres of land throughout the United States The President 
has submitted to Congress a proposed spending budget for 
fiscal 1963 of $92 5 billion. This is the biggest peace time 
Government budget in history. When submitted, it was 
estimated that it would be in balance with the Federal 
income revenue estimated at $93 billion. However, already 
this estimate is being questioned. Recently the staff of the 
Senate-House Internal Revenue Taxation Committee pre­ 
dicted a possible $4.9 billion deficit. The Federal Govern­ 
ment is already in debt to the tune of approximately $298 
billion. Congress at the request of the President, as of 
March 13. 1962, increased the Federal debt limit to $300 bil­ 
lion. The President wants an additional $8 billion increase 
in the debt limit by July I. Interest alone on the Federal 
debt is costing the taxpayers over $9 billion per year. In 
26 of the last 32 years the Federal government has spent 
beyond its income. Your share of the national debt, and 
that of 180 million other Americans, is approximtaely $1,- 
650 If you are the head of a family of four, your total share 
is about $6,600. 
There are now' 15 state parks in the Missouri Ozarks with 
a total of almost 52.000 acres. United States National For­ 
ests in the Ozark Region contain nearly 4 million acres in 
Missouri, Arkansas and Oklahoma.

WASHINGTON — A month ago 
FBI agents closed in on a short, 
n eath ' 
dressed

old, quietly hysterical man- For 
the FBI this wound up a national 
m anhunt. 
For

David P ro b le m , this ended seven 
years of moving .from city to city 
ever fearful that a phone call, a 
footstep, a tap on the shoulder

friends from his home city of In­ 
dianapolis

In these seven year* everyone, 
including Mrs. Probstein, who re­ 
m arried in the interim , thought 
the Hoosier lawyer was dead — 
and buried iii fields of Iowa corn. 
When last heard from Probstein, 
whom

lent 
$8,000 for a stake in 
the taxi 
business, had called Mrs. Prob­ 
stein from St. Louis early in June 
1955 He said he was driving E ast 
with some friends. That was all. 
Then, just silence. 
The FBI got the m anhunt or­ 
ders not too long ago. 
Probstein 
was 
needed 
in

grand jury investigation of the ac­

McClellan 
Committee 
back in '58. Tile FBI, using all its 
gadgetry, 
found 
Probstein.

ProbsJein? The best clue to this

The Indians in all this distirct 
of country treated the white people 
with unusual courtesy and kind­ 
ness. The following incident is al­ 
so taken from the writings of God­ 
frey LeSieur: 
“ A few- days before the visita­ 
tion of the first earthquake, a war 
party of one hundred men led by 
and under com m and of a chief 
calling himself Capt. George, be­ 
longing to the Creek nation, effect­ 
ed a crossing of the Mississippi 
River, four m iles below the vil­ 
lage of Little P rairie; they were 
on the w arpath, and having m ani­ 
fested hostility, a trusty Delaware 
Indian watched their m ovements, 
and with fidelity m ade his report 
to Francis I^eSieur IV. and Captain 
George 
Ruddell who each 
com­ 
manded a m ilitia com pany and had 
ordered their men out to repel the 
attack, when thanks to providence 
both sides were disappointed by 
the appearance of the first earth­ 
quake. The Indians Bedread no 
doubt some of them w ere-su b se­ 
quently killed by General Jack ­ 
son’s soldiers. One thing there is 
worthy of notice, the Indians in all 
this district of country never pur­ 
chased any lead, 
they were al! 
well supplied with good rifles, by 
Col. M enard of K askaskia. Illinois, 
the rifle* were flint lock m anufac­ 
tured by D ickert and Gill of Phi- 
adelphia and beautifully or a rn en t- 
ed with brass escutcheons; one of 
these guns the w riter owned, up to 
the w ar; the gun was captured by 
Pope’s arm y in 1862. and the writ­ 
er was disappointed that one true 
report was not m ade of this fact 
to the W ashington departm en The 
squaws from the town of Chillittee- 
caux would depart in the morning 
and return in the evening with bas­ 


kets full of lead ore from the di­ 
rection of the St. Francis River. 
When the Indians were removed to 
their reservation, they doubtless 
concealed the exposed m ineral. A 
few years after Godfrey LeSieur 
and Napoleon LeSieur his brother, 
sent to their reserve turn for an 
aged 
Indian nam ed 
Chookalee 
icorn 
m eah 
who had 
promised 
to show them this m ine of ore. In j 
the year 1837 he and forty others. 
of the Delawares and Shawnees 
cam e down the Missouri River in 
canoes, having obtained perm is­ 
sion from their agent to return 
here and hunt and 
unfortunately 
Chookalee died on the day of his 
arrival at Point Pleasant, Missouri. 
These Indians on arriving here 
placed them selves under com mand 
of Capt. Moonshine who had re­ 
mained in the country with his 
squaws, and it was Capt. Moon­ 
shine's son Billy Moonshine who 
Jeff Thornpsrm transm igrated into 
a thousand Indians, at the battle 
of Big River bridge in Missouri, 
There by causing a surrender of 
the Dutch stationed there.”
